Court Ruling 
to Bring a 
Big Storm

WASHINGTON (AP) - An- 


other storm seems certain to 
break over the Supreme Court 
for a decision it gave Monday, 
one of its most far-reaching and 
historic. 


Under it the right of an indi- 


vidual not to incriminate him- 
self has been extended and 
strengthened as never before. 


But, as a result of it, far 


fewer people held as criminal 
suspects will admit anything; 
police therefore will have to 
work a 
lot harder 
solving 


crimes, and perhaps fewer o? 
them will be solved. 
' ' 


In a 5-4 decision, written by 


Chief Justice Earl Warren, the 
court laid down these rules 
which police must follow scru- 
pulously before attempting to 
question an arrested suspect: 


1. He must be told he has the 


right to stay silent. 


2. He must be told anythnig 


he says may be used against 
him in court. 


3. He must be told he has the 


right to have an attorney with 
him before any questioning 


4. He must be told that, if he 


wants anattorney but can't af- 
ford one, an attorney will be 
provided for him free. 
- 5. If, after being told all this, 
an arrested suspect says he 
does not want a lawyer and is 
willing to be questioned he may 
be, provided he reached his de- 
cision "knowingly and intelli- 
gently." 
.6-If. after being told all his 
n«ht« a sissoect agrees to be 
questioned, he can shut off the 
questions any time after they 
have started, whether or not he 
has an attorney with him.

In ordinary bridge circles if 


one side is dealt almost all of 
the high cards it does all of 
the bidding. The opponents 
listen and hope for the best 
but fear and expect the worst. 


In expert circles a player 


with bad cards will occasional- 
ly stick in a nuisance bid in 
an effort to disrupt his op- 
ponents and get them to the 
wrong contract. 


Sometimes these nuisance 


bids work, other times they 
just break 
even, once in 


awhile they explode in the 
user's face. 
Left to themselves North 


and South would undoubtedly 
have gotten to the same six 
spade contract they reached 
after West s t u c k in his 
monkey wrench three heart 
bid.The difference is t h a t if 
West had just kept quiet, 
South would a l m o s t surely 
have gone down one trick. 
As Jt was S o u t h drew 


trumps with three leads and 
noted that West followed to 
all three. Then he cashed his 
three club tricks and saw that 
West produced exactly one 
card in that suit. This ac- 
counted for four of West's 
cards, It seemed .certain that 
West would hold the king of 
hearts for his three heart bid. 
He had n o t h i n g else. How 
many hearts did he have? it 
seemed reasonable that he 
would hold seven of them. 
West's bid was bad enough 
with a seven-card suit and it 
would h a v e been hopeless 
with a six-carder. 
After these thoughts, South

(AP) — He cowers on the floor, 
eyes wild, muscles taut, starkly 
frightened. 


Pie is E53, a dog — and a

But E53 hasn't been subjected 


to duress; he hasn't been har- 
assed or tortured; his life isn't 
stressful. 


Like emotionally normal dogs 


living under the same circum- 
stances, he is regularly well-fed 
in clean, dry, well-kept kennels. 
Physically, he seems healthy 
and well. 


Emotionally, he's a shambles. 
And it's no accident. 
E53 is a product of selective 


breeding — a research project 
by three doctors who believe 
that genes, the carriers of in- 
herited traits, are a big factor 
in mental stability, in man as 
well as dog. 


"The first thing everyone asks 


is 'What have you done to those 
does?1 " said Dr. 0. D. Mur- 
phree, psychologist at Veterans 
Administration 
Hospital here. 


"All we have done is select the 
parents." 


The study is a collaborative 


effort by Murphree and Drs. R.

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Chanting Is Dynamite Cap 
In College Marches, Sit-ins

WASHINGTON (NEA) 


There's a common pattern in the emotiohal violence of the 


American student protest marches and sit-ins—'Whether 
against Viet Nam. the draft or university rules. 


The violent pitch usually follows prolonged chanting or 


singing. 


There is evidence the students are systematically worked 


up by experts. 


This same pattern was noted by an American reporter in 


the 1960 Tokyo riots against President Eisenhower. The re- 
porter moved without hurt among the demonstrators for five 
hours on the clay of major violence, at the climax of which a 
howling army of students stormed the Japanese parliament. 
He wrote: 


"They were too well-organized to be called a 'mob.' Individ- 


ually, the demonstrators were just nice college kids out for a 
lark, amiable and polite. Occasionally, a few would stop and 
gather around me to express a liking for America, democracy 
and individual Americans like me. 


"But toward evening, the agitators lined them up 20 


abreast in a phalanx of locked arms. At each end, leaders 
with whistles blew a rhythmic one-two-three-four beat. They 
all jogged in unison to it, chanting . . . to the beat. . . . The 
earth literally shook under their dogtrot. As night came on, 
in the glare of the Japanese lanterns, the whole effect was 
hypnotic. Soon they had the glazed eyes of creatures frenzied 
beyond human reason." 


A COMMUNIST PARTY USA general directive for the 


organization of demonstrations says: "Demonstrations must 
under no circumstances proceed in silence. Party members 
are responsible for seeing to it that the masses sing revolu- 
tionary songs and that appropriate slogans are chanted (in 
chorus)." 


A Communist Party USA front organization article de- 


clares: 


"Singing stirs emotion, and emotion makes people act . . ." 
A Communist front group leader in Los Angeles explained: 
"I have sung to guys who wouldn't listen if you talked 


literally to them, but they damn near tore down the house 
with enthusiasm when you sing it to them. Of course, you 
must select your material so that it is a gradual education, 
otherwise you might find yourself rapidly getting nowhere." 


Another front organization article noted: 
„ « 


"It is surprising how much of the meaning of a song is 


absorbed by a child while singing it. The message of some 
of the contemporary folk songs carries greater weight in 
songs than in'plain language." Politically oriented folk songs 
"make a deeper and more lasting impression than 20 lectures 
on the same subject." 


A MEDICAL RESEARCHER into the subject says: "Elec- 


trical recordings of the human brain show . . . certain rates 
of rhythm can build up recordable abnormalities of brain 
function and explosive states of tension . . ." 


Other research indicates chants can compel whole crowds 


to' accept political beliefs. The hypnotizing ritual gradually 
breaks the will. 


The technique is comparable to Hitler's torchlight parades 


and chanting marches. 


Such rhythm-induced hypnotic trances reportedly can in- 


hibit moral scruples, leading young men and women to take 
part in violent riot actions they would never consider under 
normal conditions. 


The researchers believe their 


study has produced evidence to 
challenge the idea that environ- 
ment is the major factor in 
mf^a] instability. 


"What we get in our study 


indicates that genes are the ma- 
jor factor," Murphree said.

There is some evidence that 


the instability .shows up at

with each suc- 


ceeding generation — a trend 
Murphree called the "self-limit- 
ing factor." 


"It isn't uncommon to hear 


someone say that nervous dis- 
ease appeared late in the life of 
a member of a family, then in 
the middle years of his offs- 
pring, and in the youth of the 
next generation," he said. 


The factor is self-limiting be- 


cause eventually one becomes 
so withdrawn that he produces 
no offspring.

pieces of equipment which will 
help bring direct distance dial- 
ing to Hope and Bodcaw on June 
26 is Ihe automatic message ac- 
counting (AMA) machine, ac- 
cording to Frank Meeks, man- 
ager for Southwestern Bell-Ark- 
ansas her.

Rhodes to Stay 
on Education Board 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Johnson says the United 
States stands ready to discuss 
peace prospects for Viet Nam 
"anytime-,- anywhere,' with any 
government." 


Thumping the podium with his 


fist for emphasis, the President 
departed Thursday from his 
prepared speech to a group of 
legislative leaders in the White 
House rose garden to reiterate 
U.S. willingness for peace talks. 


"All they have to do to test us 


is to name the place and date1 
they will find us there," John- 
son said. "But you can't have a 
unilateral contract. The other 
side has to want to talk too." 


The 
President's 
comments 


came about two hours after Sen- 
ate Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield of Montana proposed 
in a New York speech that Sec- 
retary of State Dean Rusk and 
Chinese Foreign Minister Chen 
Yi meet to explore peace for 
Viet Nam. 


When asked for Johnson's 


reaction to Mansfield's sugges- 
tion, White House press secre- 
tary Bill D. Moyers said the 
President "welcomed any con- 
structive 
suggestions 
from 


members of Congress, members 
of the Senate." Moyers then 
called attention to Johnson's 
comments on peace talks in the 
speech to the legislative lead- 
ers.

"We'll just wait and see,"
